2$ with the trouble you 

W was pleafed to take 
2 in communicating 
your fentiments with 
regard to my prefent 
7 undertaking. I once 
indeed entertained 
very ferious thoughts of engraving the 
Parnaffas of Raphael; and it was with 
this intention that leave was follici- 
ted, and after much difficulty grant- 
ed, that I fhould ereét a feaffold in the 
Vatican, which, for feveral years patt 
has been abfolutely prohibited. 

I began, in that place, with two fi- 
gures; the one reprefenting Fufces 
and the other Meeknefs, by Raphael ; 
they are in the Hall of Conftantine, and 
were the two laf things he painted 
before his death. Thefe figures con- 
tain all that is excellent in painting, 
whether we confider them in the beau- 
ty of the comipofitions, the noble grace- 
fulnefs of the charaéters, the uncom- 
mon greatnefs in the ftile of the dra- 
peries, or the wonderful force of co- 
louring, light, and fhade. I had fre- 
quent opportunities, during this timic, 
of examining the Parnafius, and exa- 
mining it near, by the affiftance of a 
ladder. Y own many difcouraging 
circumftances occurred to me, which 
made me entirely drop. the underta- 
king, though even with regret. The 
principal figure of this picture, I be- 
lievé, the world will agree, is amongft 
the moit indifferent, and has the leat 
grace of any figure that great maf- 
ter ever painted. Mimy of the prin- 
cipal femalé charaéters are fo much re- 
paired, that they hardly retain any 
thing of the original. The thape of 
the whole is moft difagreeable, and 
out of ail form; and laftly, the fitua- 
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tion of this picture is fuch, that I 
could only work a few hours in the 
morning, and that by the affiftance 
of. the reflection of the Sun. This 
laft circumftance is fo difcouraging, 
that I am perfuaded I fthould con- 
fume almoft a year before I could 
make a.compleat drawing of this pic- 
ture, which. contains no lefs than 
ee figures. With regard to 
the other pictures you mention, I have 

nothing to objeét againft them. 
The School of Athens is indeed a moft 
lorious performance, and worthy the 
hand of a Divinity. Had I made this 
journey at a period of life when a few. 
years, more or lefs, would have made 
no material difference with me, Lfhould 
indeed have been proud of tranfinit- 
ting my name, with Raphael's, in this 
wonderful performance: But at pre- 
fent the cate is different; I. have no 
idea of coming abroad to Stal, but for 
a very few yeat's, and throwing: that 
time away upon a-work which’ ouglst 
te be carried on at the public ex- 
pence, or by the patronage of a prince. 
I muft leave, my dear Sir,. thofe la- 
borious undertakings to fome future 
genius: at prefent it is ay fcheme to 
vary my fubjeéts and authors as much 
ts poffible, and that even thofe be of 
the moft agreeable kind; fuch as will 
pleafe the public, and beft fuit the 
enius of a free people. I think, fo 
ar as this I may venture to ratfe your 
expeétation ; I have already enriched 
my colleétion with the names of Ras 
phael, Titian, Guido, Dominichino, Guers 
cino, &c. &e, Of the firft of thofe 
mafters, I think I may venture to af- 
fure you of at leaft fix different fub- 
jects, andall the moft agreeable of their 
kind. Ihave, perhaps, the finelt.77- 
tian you could defire to fee; and, of 
Guercino, Vhave no lefs than his fa- 
mous picture of the Death of Dido, a 
compofition of twelve or fifteen figures. 
I propofe, this enfuing autumn, mak- 
wc ing 
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jng an excurfion to Napier where, Iam 
toid, there is a {weet Parmigiano. At 
Florence I have already feveral pictures, 
and at Bologne fome inimitable things. 
At Parma 1 hope for the St Ferame ; 
and at\ Venice, I may probably light on 
anothe? Titian, or pa agreeable Paul 
Veronefe.——\Vith regard to Statues, 
Buffs,’ &c. TY have noting to. fay; I 
mult be fatisfied: with admiring them ; 
and, if poffible, endeavour to retain a 
part of their inimitable beauties. 

I long much to be with you, but 
dare not as yet even think on the 
time, nor can I in the leaft afcertain 
it.

C charges all light fubftances that are not 


cauftic. Euphorbium is 2 potential 
cauttic, which affects the glands of the 
nofe with an intolerable burning ; and 
upon the wanton abufe of it, as fnuff, 
Ihave known it bring on ftrong con- 
vulfions. Tobacco is a poet, Jui g ~ 
neris, there being no ether publickly 


D known, poffefled with the fame quali- 


ties. *Tis aromatic, ftimulant, and 
narcotic ; "tis a very warm detergent, 
‘but pot properly corrofive: Uf.d as 
fnuff, “tis a molt grateful cephalic, re- 
lieving and cheering the brain inftan- 
taneoufly, and is often a cure for the 
head-ach, to thofe who are not accuf- 
tomed to it. To fmoke it, produces 
the moft agreeable, and oft-times the 
moft ufeful effect, with thofe who can 
bear it. It fo becomes ufeful in all 
rheumatic cafes, that are not attended 
with a fever; and in dropties, if they 
will forbear drinking after it. A pipe 


p of it in a morning is very ufeful in 


rofs habits; and the fupport it af- 
ords the {pirits, longer than any one 
thing elfe, by chewing it, plainly 
roves it a very high cordial. which, 
ike many other cordials, will intoxi- 
cate thofe who are not accuitomed to 
them. Its narcotic quality I take to 
be accidental, and in habits that can- 
not well bear it; forthe {pirits being 
theieby exalted and rarefied to a very 
high p Soon fly off, and neceffarily 
leave the body fluggifh and fleepy.

ma, prevailed on her to hold a little 
tobacco in her mouth, till the began 
to reach, and then put her in bed, to 
encourage fweating ; which, upon a 
few repetitions, wholly freed her from 
that diforder.. And I am _ inclined to 
think, that an extract of it would be 
more ufeful than the Gum Ammon. and 
Squills, fo much depended on. The 
Doétor’s partial declamation againft 
this plant may have taken rife from an 
attempt to fmoke it, and becoming 
fick : However, I very ferioufly join 
with him againft the abufe of it, 

To young people it can be but very 
rarely ufetul, moftly prejudicial. To 
the young ladies, I offer the following 
obfervations : 

Being once in company, where, a- 
mongft a number of ladies, the toaft 
was a fnuff-taker, who was adinired b 
all the gentlemen, and, as I obferved, 
more particularly by a young gentle- 
man of my acquaintance; the next 
time I faw him, I afked him about it, 
and he owned he had been fmitten ; 
but waiting the opportunity fora kifs, 

roved his cure, her breath fmelt fo 
abominably ftrong of tobacco. There 
is another ill effe& of fnuff-taking, 
worthy their notice, that it tends to 
disfigure a pretty face with a very large 
nofe, which is occafioned by the fre- 
uent {queezing and pulling it with 
the handkerchief. reover, the 
lands of the nofe, by frequent irrita- 
tion, foon become diitended, fo as to 
render the voice broad and mafculine, 
together with a difagreeable fnuffling 
in the nofe. Let them alfo obferve, 
that blowing the nofe, hawking, and 
fpitting, are ever in fome meafure of- 
enfive. 

A gentlewoman, for whom I had re- 
fpect, came en a vifit to fpend a few 

ys with us; but the continual founds 
of her loud coughing, hawking, {pit- 
ting, fneezing, &c. became fo difagree- 
able, as cured the whiole family of ta- 
king fauff for a month after. 

ere yet remains a fuperior con- 
fideration, of general importance, that 
by irritating the glands to a conftant 
difcharge, they anticipate the infirmi- 
ties of old age; wiuich, if ever they 
live to fee, will fo opprefs them with 
accumulated loads of phlegm, that the 
continuance of their lives will depend 
on the continual exercifes of cough- 
ing, hawking, and fpitting, which will 
terminate their days with mifery to 
themfelves, and all that are about 
them, and probably conclude with be- 
ing choaked by phlegm in their fleep. 
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I confefs myfelf too fond of {nuff, 
and have often ferioufly confidered the 
ill sme, ren of it. I find that an 
idJe amufement prevails more than any 
real occafion for it; that it gives me 
more pleafure by the flavonr. than its 
ftimulus. So [ get the richeft flavour'd 
fuuff, and to every ounce add half a 
drachm of faffron, carefully dried and 
powdered, which makes it very rich, 
and much lefs of it anfwers my pur- 
pofe. I allow myfelf the free of 
it in the morning before breakfaf, 
which I find ufeful to me; but no 
more afterwards the day throughout.

. W to accompany a young lady of 
tinétion, my patient, to Briflol Hot- 
Wells... There, in walking with feme 
company, I difcovered a large cloud 
of fmoak driven by a fouth-weft wind 
over our heads. It arofe from a cu- 
pola built on the oppofite bank of the 
river Avon, which, upon enquiry, I 
found belonged to a lead fmelting houfe ; 
a nuifance univerfally condemned,and 
uniyerfally neglected, That.a manu- 
facture fo poifonous thould.-be allowed 
to fubfift in the vicinity of the fecond 
medicinal fpring in the kingdom, is 
fo unaccountable, .that, had I nat 
feen it, I could {caree have:believed it. 

In countries regulated: by a Police, 
Smelting-houfes are built on barren 
grounds, near the fea-fhore; and the 
owners are obliged to rent a confider- 
able track of land ; and if their neigh- 
bours fuffer.in their cattle, planting, 
or herbage, they are compelled to pay 
the damage. Even in Wales, ¥ have 
known inftances of fuch nuifancesin- 
dited, and removed ;. and. perhaps 
fome eectual notice may . be. taken .of 
this, when the public. is fully apprized 
of its eifects. 

The imoak that exhales, night and 
day, from furnaces. in which: ad is 
finelted, is richly impregnated with a 
whitith fubftance, vifible to the eye, 
This fubftance precipitates itfelf on 
the roofs of houfes, and on vegetables, 
for almoft-a mile round, and is none 
other than a corrofive fublimate of 
lead, highly deleterious to animal life.

Thefe Flores Saturnini deftroy plants.

S Tam a freeholder of Great Bri- 

tain, I conceive I may, without 
offence, prefume to offer my opinion 
freely about our prefent pofture of af- 
fairs ; in doing which, I fhall confine 
myfelf to the firft caufe of the war, 
namely, North America. 

I have always underftood, that the 
Troquois, or Fiwe Indian Nations. were, 
as one may fay, the Romans of the new 
world, who conquered all the coun- 
tries between their own and the gulph 
of Mexico, both to the fouth and fouth 
eaft, and confequently lay claim to the 
fubjeétion of all the inhabitants eaft 
of the Mifi/ipppi, at leaft ; and as all 
the vaft tracts between the Mifijppi 
and New Mexico were fubdued by the 
Chickejaws, who were tributaries, or 
at leaft fnbje&s to the Iroquois, the 
whole country, called by the Prench 
Louifiana, belongs to the K. of Great 
Britain, and is. as much a part of his 
American dominions as the province of 
Virginia; for no one difputes that the 
Troguois have fabmitted themfelves to 
our king, and acknowledge themfelves 
his fubjects. 

Le Page, in his hiftory of this vaft 
country, fays, that ‘ the part of North 
* America, Called Louifana by the French, 
* extends, north and fouth, from Ca- 
* uada to the Spanifh guiph; eaft and 
© welt, from Carolina to New Mexico, 
© and that the -reft is withowt bounds.’ 
All this country he has liberally be- 
flowed upon Lewis XV. as his heredi- 
tary domains, In his map annexed, 
he has been pleafed to lock us up 
withia the dpalacian mountains and 
the fen; and has given us only an, ex- 
tent of country of about five degrees 
of levgitude ; whilft he has moft boun- 
tifully endowed the French king. with 
a tract that reaches frem thofe, moun- 
tains to the Pacific Ocean, and on the 
north eaft to Kanfhatka and Siberia. 
This country, tho’ the greateft part 
of it is onrs, their map- makers have 
ftolen from us, and have been pleafed 
to convey in fee te their Grand Me- 
marque.

The Importance of Louifiana demonftrated. 
We are informed by the above hif- 


torian, that Loujfana is fall of mmes 
of various metals ; as lead, iron, cop- 
per, filver, gold, chryftal ; as alfo of 


, ftone, marble. jafper, &¢. and abounds 


in favannahs,and fine fertile meadows 
ftock’d with vait herds of black and 
other ¢attle ; “thaf it naturally pro- 
fuces tobacco, greatly fuperior in de- 
licacy of flavour to the Virgixian; and 
that it has been fold in France for 55. 
a pound; that it produces indigo, 
dying-woods, drugs, cotton, filk, af- 
fron, falt-petre, wax, pelltry, furs, 
&c, and that it furnifhes the French 
fugar iflands with timber, board, 
bricks, tiles, wheat, maize, beans, 
peafe, Turky corn, rice, falt, &c. 
He likewife propofes it thall fupply 
them with falt beef, pork, &c. and in 


€ fterile years furnith Old France with 


wheat, meal, and other grain: And 
hence he afferts, that the riches of 
ry ms are vaftly fuperior to thofe 
of Mexico, Peru, and Brazil, tho’ they 
abound in precious metals. 

In order to fecure all thefe advan- 
tages to themfelves, and to monopo- 


D lize all the pelltry and fur trade, both 


eaft, weft, and north-wett of the Mi/- 
Appi, Le Page informs us, that Monf, 

tanville, governor of Louifiana, and 
the governor of Canada, joimed their 
forces together, and marched nay 
army, with a large train of artillery 
and mortars, to chaftife the Chicke- 


E- faws, who were fubje&s of Great Bri- 


tain ; and afterwards made them fwear 
to obferve an eternal friendfhip with 
the French, and as Jafting an enmity 
tous. Their pretence was, that the 
Naichefe had maflacred about co 
French, and, according to the cuftom 
of the country, had fled to the Chicke- 
faws for prote&tion, who Were our 
fubjeéts, as before obferved, and had 
incorporated themfelves with them. 
With this force, in 1749, they, by fire 
and fword, obliged them to rebel a- 
gainft us, to renounce trading with 
us, and to cancel all their. alliances 
Hence 
it appears, that thefe, unfortunate 
wretches aré ina miferable fituation, 
betiveen two fires, Ifthey trade with 
us, and refufe to commit ravages on 
our frontiers, the French do military 
execution upon them; if they make 


tvar on us, we purfue them in the 
fame deftru@ive manner. 

Now, what js to he done in this pe- 
rilous {tate and condition ? It i$ clear, 
the French have greatly tlie advantage 
ef ws in point of fituation ; and rap os 

that 
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that we muft either affert our rights, 
and root them out-of North A:nerica, or 
Jofe all our pelltry trate, Gr. with 
thofe Indiaus, and be everlafting! 
worried on our frontiers by thofe 
French allies. 

We are told likewife, by another 
French author, who has lately writ- 
ten, that the French at New Orieausa- 
raount tothe numberof gaco in the 
town; that they have above 5000 ne- 
groes in their tobacco and rice’ plan- 
tations ; and that they propofe to ferve 
France and all Europe with -thefe com- 
modities, as well as with fait beef, 
butter, &c. to the ruin of our ‘calo- 
nies, and thewhole trade of Ireazd. 

The fame French author propofes 
alfo, in ten years time, to augment 
the ftock of labouring negroes to the 
number of 10;0ce. And J know where 
application in England was made for 
an annual fupply of negroes, which 
was to be increaéed in an arithmetical 
feries from 160 to 2500 in one year. 
This writer obferves, that the French 
take tobacco frogi us annually to the 
amount of 250,000 /. all which money 
will be kept at home by the eftablith- 
ment of this company, and forming 
plantations of this commodity in Lou- 
tana. Le Blanc fays, * The French 
* take great quantities of tobacco from 
* England; but hopes the wifdom 6f 
‘their miniftry will foon remedy this 
€ inconvenience, fince they know by 
‘ experience that they have lands in 
‘ Louifiana, as proper for tobacco, as 
‘ any of the Enlih, plantations ,’ 

The maxims of the French nation 
are, that our colonies in North America 
are not only the fource of our riches, 
but alfo of our political ftrength; as 
their bulky productions produce a 
great navigation, and as our naviga- 
tion is the foundation of our naval 
power, which commands refpe& from 
all the courts of Exrope. Hence Monf, 
D—g—I obferves, that money only is 
neceflary to build thips, but money 
will not mann them where failors are 
wanting, which are to be produced 
by commerce 2lone. ‘ We cannot, 
* fays he, reflect on the war of 1741, 
‘ without anguith of foul, fince at that 
‘time we were obliged to man our 
* men of war with wretched peafants, 
‘ ftumping in wooden fhoes, who ne- 
* ver were beyond the found of their 
* parith bells, tho’ regiftered as able- 
“bodied and experienced failors.~ If

¥n the year 1738 I. made many ex- 
periments in order te difcover whether 
any of our aliments havea quality dif- 

sivent of the flone, and found that 
many hed fauch a quality, and that in 
ge of lemmons it is very ftrong. 
is juice diffolves pieces of mar- 
ble, alabafter, &c. in a farprifing 
manner, and any perfon may eafily 
the experiment: Let a piece of 
marble or alabafter be put into a wine 
glass, and covered with the juice of 
emmons an inch or more, and they 
will fee air-bubbles afcend in great a- 
bundance, and continve afcending 
many hours, and the ‘particles of ftone 
keep dividing into the appearance of 
a fine white pewder. 

The effect of thefe experiments fill- 
ed me with great joy ; now, thought 
I, this juice will be an effectual reme- 
dy for the tone. 

A little time after I began thefe re- 
fearches, I obtained many fmall caice- 
i, and fragments of greater, chiefi 
from Sir Hans Shan, and wentto wo 
with them, as in the forementioned ex- 
periments, but was fadly difappomnt- 
ed, fer I faw no air-bubbles arife from 
the calculi: I let them ftand many 
days in the juice of lemmonhs, and daj- 


ly viewed them, and could difcern no 
Galt 


eration in the appearance either of 
the calcul? or juice, Dat when I poured 
off the juice, and took the calculi with 
my fingei’s, they felt like a foft jelly ; 
whith ‘provesthat the union of their 
conftituerit parts was diffolved, and 
likewife ‘proves, that air is not one of 


H the conftituent parts of the ftones for- 


med inhuman bodies, as it is of mar- 
bie, «lahafter, &c. whofe interiticcs 
contain  furprizing quantities of it. 
This difcovery of a quality in the juice 
of lemmons diffolvent of the ftene re- 
vived my joy, Ia 
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In the couwrfe of my experiments I 
found that good diffolyents will not 
diffalve every fort of calculi, therefore 
thofe perfons who are troubled with 
the ftone, fhould make ufe of the dif- 
ferent forts of diffolvents in their di- 
et, and manner of living. 

In my treatife on diflolveats of the 
ftone, [ have thewed which of our afi- 
ments have that happy quality ; and 
have given proper directions for the 
diet of perfons afflicted with the ftone. 
I thall now give an account of my own 
nephritic diforders, and of what I have 
done for my relief. 

Many years ago, while I lived at 
Yeovil] in Somerfetfoire, where the wa- 
ter is petrifying, I had terrible fits of 
the ftone from very fimall calculi, form- 
ed chiefly in my left kidney, Eldom 
bigger than a grain of wheat, or bar- 
tey ; but after the little ftone was mo- 
ved out of its place, while it was paf- 
fing down the ureter, till it felt into 
the bladder, I fuffered the moft exqui- 
fite pains, which no pen can deferibe, 
mor any perfon form an adequate idea 
of, who has not felt them; but as foon 
as the calculus was in my bladder, there 
was an end of my mifery. 

While the little ftone was paffing in- 
to the bladder, which took up near 30 
hours, fometimes :more, the extreme 

ains made me fweat profufely, even 
n frofty weather, and fometimes 
brought on a fymptomatic fe ver. 

My fits of the ftone were common- 
ly preceded by an evacuation of blood, 
or abloody, or a coffee-coloured urine; 
and when either of thefe fymptoms 
happened, I concluded that the terri- 
ble pains were approaching. 

It feemed difficult at to account 
for the difcharge of fuch urine ante- 
ccedent to the pains ; but on confider- 
ing that point, it appeared to me that 
wo nerves terminate jm the membranes 
which compofe the coats of the veins, 
and that this is the reafon why hz- 
morrhages, or bleedings from the 
noftrils and other parts of the body 
come without pain. 

I likewife apprehend that none of 
the nerves by which we feel do enter 
the ftructure of the coats of the arte- 
ries, and this feems to be one of the 
wonderful contrivances of the divine 
wifdom in the formation of human 
bodies : For if the feeling nerves ter- 
minated in the inner fuperficies of the 
arteries (asthey do in the cutis and the 
mner fuperficies of the ftomach and 
bowels &c. the acrid particles (which, 
when excreted to the extremities of the 
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nerves, either in the outer or inner 


fuperficies of the body excite pain) 

would umavoiably excite pain all alony 

the arteries, asthey pafs through che 
if theircourfe of circulation, and raifé 
painful contra&tions, which would py 

Aa top to the circulation of the ‘blo 
and an end to life. 

How I man myfelf under fits of 
the ftone, is related in my treatife on 
painful diftempers, -p. 196, &c. But 
reading an account of coffee in Mr Ray's 
Hiftoria Plantarum, 1 obferved in h 

B Wotation frem Muis, his mentionin 
that Muis knew fome who became fr 
from their nephritic pains by drinking 

coffee *, 

Hereupon, I refolved to try this re- 
medy ; and drank half a pint of ftrong 
coffee every day. 

I had a fit of the ftone in about 

C fortnight after I began the courfe. ~* 

In afew months I removed from that 
town and its petrifying waters, to 
Witham in Effex, in 17223 but conti- 
nued my coffee-drinking. 

I had a fit of the ftone as I remem- 
ber in. 1729, and another in 1738, but 
neither of thefe was fo violent as thofe 
I had at Yeoczall ; and I de not know 
that any calculus has fince paffed from 
either of my kidnies, 

Remaining free from m ae oo 3 
ains, I left off the ufe of c for « 
ome years. 

But about three or four years ago r 
E had fome fymptoms which made me 

apprehenfive that J had the ftone, not 

in either of my kidneys, but in my 
bladder ; for my occafions fo make 
water were much more frequent than 
ufual, and the contraétion of the blad- 
der, by endeavouring to difcharge the 
F ‘Urine, occafioned a painful preffure 
of a againft the fphinéter of my

bladder. when I was inmy cha- 
riot, every. jolt gave me much pain in 
the neck of my bladder, and I. made 


bloody water for feveral hours after I 
returned home. t 

I could bear driving a-trott ia the 

~ country when the roads were not fto- 

ney, but could not bear going a foot- 

pace in our ftreets without much pain ; 

though I had good fprings behind it. 

Therefore, fer breaking the force of 

the fide and crofs jolts, I direéted my

coach-maker to put two pair of collar 
braces round the perch of my chariot, 
"one pair under the fore-part, and the

«be fixed on the upper part: of. the 
perch to bear againft the foxe-part of

I made bloody water frequently for 
many months after going abroad, and 
had-very frequent urgings to make 
water. Every jolt, and every endea- 
vour to difcharge my water, excited 
much pain in the neck of my blad- 
der ; and often when pain was excited 
there, I immediately felt a painful fen- 
fation in the extremities of the nerves, 
terminating near the great toes of each 
foot. 

But when the painful preffures ceaf. 
ed, my pains ceafed, and I render 
thanks and praife to my mesciful God 
for the fliortnefs of my pains, and for 
preferving me from a total fuppreffion 
of urine. 
_- Mydiforder has neither confined me 
an hour at home, nor kept me any 
night from quiet fleep. 

hen I perceived the fymptoms of 
a ftone in my bladder, I returned to 
the ufe of coffee, 

And on. the a¢count of my bloody 
water, I ordered my fervant firft to 
imake a tea with groundivy, and then 
to make my coffee with that tea, which 
rendered the flavour to me more agree- 
able : J put about one fpoonful of milk 
toa quarter of a pint dith of coffee, 
and made it very fweet to my palate ; 
I drink three difhes at breakfait, and 
two in the afternoon. 

This liquor, we call coffee, as I have 
obferved, does not ftimulate as a diu- 
retic,- nor occafion a pale-coloured u- 
rine fike water, but all the proper con- 
tents of urine come off with it. 

Indeed, after drinking plentifully of 
tea, punch, cyder, &. the urine of- 

¥" comés off colourlefgj and when it 
o happens, the faline, the oleaginous, 

d other excrementitious parts of the 
lood are retained in it, till, by fome 

other liquor or exercife, the urine is 
rought again toits proper colour. — 

When fuch a pale urine happens, 
the liquor before drank was improper 
for the perfon, of was taken in too 
jarge a quantity- This is commonly

the cafe when diforders in the paffion¢ 
-of the mind did not precede. ~ 
It is a good rule for every man’s ob- 
fervance, wiz. to avoid fuch liquors as 
occafion a colourlefs urine, or to drink 


Athem inlefs quantity. 


My drink at dinner is about half a 
pint of new river water, with the 
juice of one lemmon, and well fweet- 
ened with fugar. 

While my pains were very fharp, as 
well as frequent, I took half a com- 
mon fpoonful of a mixture made with 
four ounces of honey, and one ounce 
of the oil of olives. 

I have carefully avoided all ftimula- 
ting diureticks, and have ufed as much 
as convenient thofe forts of aliment 

. which have a diffolvent quality. 

Through many months paft, I have 

C made no bloody water, and from this 
alteration in my cafe, and from the a- 
batements of my other fymptoms, I 
would hope that the ftone in my blad- 
der is lefs, though it is not gone. 

I will only add, that it will give me 
a great fatisfaétion if this paper proves 
beneficial to any that fhall read it.

Pere lately into the cabinet 

of a curious friend, I found a 
medal, which, to the beft of my re- 

E membrance, has not hitherto been ex- 
plained. It immediately recalled to 
my mind a piece of hiftory which points 
out the occafion of its being ftruck, 
and fully fhews the defign of it. The 
medal is of the emperor Claudius, the 
type and legend thus : 


F T: CLAVDIVS. CAESAR. AVG. P. 
M. TR. P. IMP. P.P. Caput Claudii 
nud b, LIBERTAS AVGVSTA. Fi- 
_ muliebris fans, dextra tenens pi- 

eum. 


What renders this medal the more 
diftinguifhed, is, that the word /ibertas 
G is not to be found on any imperial me- 
dal before; and how it fhould ftart up 
at a time when the thing it fignified 
had fo long been loft, makes it more 
deferving our inquiry. 
All hiftorians agree, that the con- 
fj iracy againft Caius Caligula, the pre- 
eceflor of Claudius, was entirely of a 
private nature, altogether the efteat of 
refentment of ill ufage to the confpi- 
rators, particularly to Cherea, Tribune 
of the Prztorian cohort. His death, 
therefore, caufed the utmoft confufion 
among all degrees of people at Rome, 
a ‘ ‘ oe

as the imperial government was at an 
end by no fucceflor immediately ap- 
pearing, segue conjurati cuique imperium 
defi ee. Sut, in Cah -¢. 60. At 
this favourable jundture, the fpirit of 
liberty, though fo long depreffed, be- 
gan to difcover and exert itfelf, The 
confuls and fenate appeared unani- 
mous in afferting the common liberty, 
and, as a public proof of their inten- 
tions, they met, as in the days of the 
republic, in the capitol, which had 
never been done fince the diétatorthip 
of Fulius Cafar, when fome voted te 
abolifh entirely the memory of the 
C2fars, and to pull down the temples 
dedicated tothem. Thus far Suetoni- 
us. Many more interelting particu- 
Jars are related by Yofephus Antig,s Fu- 
daic, lib. 19. He gives us the noble f{pi- 
rited oration of Sentivs Saturninus, one 
of the confuls, exhorting and implo- 
ring the fenate to improve the prefent 
wppostynity of reftoring liberty to their 
country ; He adds, that when Cherea, 
as prefect of the prztorian cohort, to 
fhew his fenfe of the fupreme power 
being reftored to the confuls, went to 
them for the word (which, for near 
an hundred years before, had: been gi- 
yen by the emperors) they gave the 
word Jiberty. 

Though. the military power foon o- 
meal the fenate,. and dafhed ail 
the hopes of the common people (ela- 
ted with the view of once again hav- 
ing a fhare of power) by making Clav- 
dius emperor, yet fuch bold proofs of 
the general love and defire of liberty, 
could never be forgotten by the old 
man, whofe former fcenes of life and 
natural temper, combined to make the 
diftinguifhing part of his charaéter to 
be Diftruft and Timidity, nihil eque 
quam tithidus ac diffidens fuit. Suet. Claud, 


ec. 35; 
It was therefore natural for him to 
ufe every art to endeavour to per- 
fuade the people their liberty was as 
great under an Auguflus, as under ma- 
giftrates in a republic of their own 
chufing. With his view, beyond all 
doubt, the medal with LiszrTas Av- 
GUSTA was ftruck.

And what rendered me ftill 
more fufpicious of fuch an error, was 
its difagreement with an obfervation 
of the tranfit in another part of this

C times to differ from mine by near a 


minute and a half. I therefore deter- 
mined to take the firftopportunity of

beg leave to’ fubjoin an account of an 
accidental *diftovery of a property of 
the magn-stic needle, which might have 
remained unknown (to me at leaft) if 
thofe correétions had not been made by 
the method above-mentioned. , 
On the 22d of ¥u/y, 1761, having drawn 
a correét meridian line (for the above- 
mentioned purpofes) in a window at 
Powderbam Cafile near Exeter, 1 was 
defirous to know the prefent variation 
of the compafi at that place, which Ihad 
3 years before obferved to be about 20 
degrees: And to do this, I now took 
the fame method I had then done, viz. 
by fixing a pivot on a point in the me- 
ridian Gne, which point was made the 
center of a graduated circle, and poif- 
ing the needle thereon, I could eafily 
fee what degree of the quadrant be- 
tween the N. and W, fide the needle 
would point at ; but this obfervatiop 
was retarded by an unexpected acci- 
dent.—As it was near night when I 
had thus fitted the needle for obferv- 
ing the variation, I could not fe its 
exact pofition till candles were lighted, 
and the needle being now at reft, I ap- 
proached it with 2 candle, to obferve 
exactly at what degree it ftood, but 
before Icould perceive this, the needle 
was fo difturbed as to fhift itfelf 4 or 5 
degrees on each fide, and could not be 
rere ey till the candle was remo- 
ved: When it was again at reft, and 
the like attempt repeated, the fame 
difturbance occured, fo that I could not 
et know the exact variation, though 
could obferve that the middle point 
between the needle’s vibrations, was 
not much fhort of 21 degrees. I at 
firit attributed this ditturbance of the 
needle, to an iron bolt in the fath- 


frane, which I could not take off, as G equal mixture 


I had before removed all other iron toa 
fafficient diftance from it ; but this bolt 
being directly over the needle, could 
not attraét it fo as to imcline it more 
Eafterly or Wefterly, and was befides 
fo far from it as to have little influence 
on it, which was confirmed by the 
fteadinefs of the needle in the abfence 
of the candle: I then began to fufpect 
it was difturbed by the /apis calamina- 
ris, in the brafs of the candleftick, 
which is known to have a confiderable 
effe&t on the magnetic needle, for

hich reafon it is now lef frequen 

ung in abrafs box for the ufe of fa1- 
lors, and fhould always be in'one mad 
of pure copper, which has no fuch ef- 
fe&t on it.—On confidering this, I re- 
moved the candleftick at ‘a diftance, 
e alone, but 
with no better fuccefs, for the needle 
would not remain fteady, but ftill vi- 
brated mioftly towards the candle: We 
then took two candles, and held one 
on.éach fide of the needle, and nearly 
eqoidiftant from it; and then it be- 
came more fteady, though pot quite at 
refit, and enabled us to difcern that 
the variation wanted very little of 21 
degrees.—Having been amufed for an 
hour or oe thefe trials, and ftill 
doubting whether it was the tal/ow, or 
the flame, or heat of the candle that 
thus influenced the needle, I defeyred 
all further experiments till next mor- 
ning, when I found the needle refted 
at about 20 §, or rather nearer 21 deg. 
from the North towards the Weft. 
then took an unlighted candle an 
held near it, which T found would at- 
tract it 4 or 5 degrees out of its place 
of neft, on either fide, and the fame if 
it was placed near either pole of the 
needle : I then Jaid down the candle 
by the fide of, and nearly parallel to 
the needle, which now continued. vi- 
brating towards it till it fuck to it ; 
and this I repeated and found to fuc- 
ceed if fuch various pofftions of the 
candle, as convinced me this adhefion 
was owing to the attraction only. 
Hence I conclude, that tallow will at: 
tract the magnetic needle, which I 
fhould not have known but from this 
accident, and queftion whether it has 
been obferved before, as I have never 
read or heard of any fuch quality in 
tallow. I afterwards took the brafs 
candleftick alone, and placed it near 
the needle, which I found was repelled 
by it as much as the tallow attracted it 5 
but this I believe may partly depend 
on the quantity, (or, perhaps, the un- 

J of Japis calaminaris, in 

the compofition of the brafs, for I 
found that fome other pieces of brafs 
rather attracted than repelled it. 

I next day acquainted a fhip-captain 
with my experiment, who told me he 
had never known nor heard of any 
thing like it; and that at fea they 
have frequently much tallow waited 
from the candie, which is ufually pla- 
ced in the binnacle between two com- 
pafles, which he never obferved to be 
affected by it: But another perfon of 
the fame profeffion, to whom I fince

‘Mentioned this experiment, informs 
me, he remembers an inttance of his 
fea-compaftes being {0 disordered, 
when the binnacle was very much foul- 
ed by waite tallow guttered from the 
candle, that the two differed from 
each’ other at leaft 10 degrees, or near 
a whole point ; but on cleanfing the 
binaacle from the watte taliow, re 
compafles were found to agree in the 
medium between the points at which 
the needles had before ftood : So that 
the tallow which was between them 
feemed here to have attracted one of 
the needles about 5 degrees Eafterly, 
and that on the other fide thereof as 
many degrees Welterly. This, though 
afterwards difregarded and almoft for- 
got by the captain till reminded there- 
of by my mentioning the above expe- 
riment, when compared therewith, 
feems a fufficient confirmation of this 
attractive quality of tallow, and its 
influence on the magnetic needle. 
And if this be really a new difcovery 
{as I know not but it is) this account 
thereof, if inferted in your Magazine, 
may ferve as acaution to failors to keep 
their binnacles clean and free. 
fach quantities of wafte tallow as may 
caufe their compafies to miflead them 
in their courfe, increafe the errors in 
their reckonings, and deprive them of 
that certainty on which their fafety 
mutt chiefly deena.

We then made a raft with the davit, 
capfton bars, and fome boards, and - 
waited with refignation for divine pro- 
vidence to affift us. The fhip was fo 
foon filled with water, we hadno time 
to get any provifion up; the quarter- 
deck and poop were now the only plas 
ces we could ftand on with any fecuri- 
ty, the waves being molily ipent by 
tue tame they reached us, owing “ ‘ae 

ore- 
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fore-part of the thip breaking them. 
At four in the afternoon, perceiving 
the:fea.to be much abated, one of our 
pegple. attempted to fwim, and. got 
fate. afho; There were numbers.of 
Moors the rocks, ready to take 
hold of gny one, and beckoned much 
for ugto come afore, which at firft 
we took..far kindnefs, but they foon 
undeceived .us, for they had-not the 
hamanity to affift any body that was 
entirely naked, but would fly to thofe 
who had any thing ebout them, and 
ftrip them before they were quite out 

the water, wrangling amongft them- 
(Aves about the plunder ; in the mean 
time the poor wretches were left to 
crawl up the rocks if they were able, 
w# net, they perithed unregarded. 
The fecond lieutenant and myéelf, 
with about 65 others, got.afhore be- 
fore dark, but were Jeft expofed to 
the weather upon the «old fand, and, 
to keeps from ftarving, were obliged 
to go down to the thore, and bring up 
pieces of the wreck to make a‘fire } and 
if wehappened to pick up a fhirtor.a 
bandkerghiet, and did net give it up 
to the Moors at. the firft demand, the 
next:thing. was a dagger offered to our 
breafts. ‘They. allowed usa piece of 
an old fail, which they-did not think 
worth, carrying. off, of which we made 
two tents, and croudsd ourfélves into 
them, .eyery.one fitting. between ano- 
thers legs, to.preferve warmth, and 
make room. In this ungafyfituation 
continually. bewailing oustelves,, and 
our poor. fh:pmates upon the. wreck, 
we pafied, a..moft tedious, blowing, 
dark, rainy night, without fo. much as 
adrop of, water to refreth us, except 


what we catched throngh our fail-cloth é 


, Covering. f ‘ 

. Now. 30. At fix in the morning we 
went. down, with a number. of our 
men, upon the rocks, to affift gur fhip- 
mates in. coming afhore, and found 
the thip had been greatly fhattered in 
the night. It being now low water, 
many attempted to fwim afhore ; fome 
got fafe, others perifhed. The people 
on board got the raft into the’ water, 
and about 15 men upon it, but they 
were no foouer put off from the wreck, 
than it was quite overturned, moft of 
the men recovered it again, but were 
hardly on, before it ‘was overturn- 
ed again ; there were only three or four 
that got ho!d of it again, the reft pe- 
“vifhed. 
{wimmer brought a rope afhore with 
much difficulty, which I had the good

wreck ; for it being hawled tight from 
the upper part of the ftern, made an 
eafy defcent to any who had art e- 
nough to walk or flide upon a rope, 
with a fmaller rope fixed above to 
hold by.. This was ameansof faving 
a number of lives, though many were 
wathed off by the impetuous furf, and 
perithed. The flood coming on, raif- 
ed the furf, and prevented any more 
coming‘at this time, and the ropes 
could be of no farther ufe. We then 
retired from the rocks, and hunger 
prevailing, we went about broiling 
fome of the drowned turkeys, &c. 
which, with fome flower mixt and ba- 
ked amongit the coals, made our firft 
meal upon this barbarous coaft; we 
found a well of frefh water about half 
a. mile off, whieh very much refrefhed 
us. But we had hardly fiaithed this 
courfe repaft, when the Moors (who 
were now grown numerous) drove us 
every one down to the rocks to bring 
up conte iron-bound cafks, pieces of 
the wreck which had moft iron about 
them, and other things : About three 
o'clock jn the afternoon we had ano- 
ther meal upon the drowned poultry, 
and finding this was the beft we were 
likely to have, fome were ordered to 
fave all they could find, others to raife 
a larger tent, and the reft were fent 
dewn to the rocks to look out for peo- 

e coming afhore. The furf greatly 
increafing with the flood, and break- 
ing upon the fore-part of the fhip, fhe 
was now divided into three pieces ; 
the fore-part was turned keel up, the 
middle | gaa was foon dafhed into a 
thoufand pieces, the fore, part of the 
poop fell likewife at this time, and a- 
bout 30 ment went with it, 8 of whom 
gotafhoge with our help, but fo bruif- 


G ed, that we defpaired of their reco- 


H whom came onsfhore alive. 


During this time, a good . 


very. Nothing but the after. part of 
the poop now remained above water, 
with a very fmall part of the other 
decks, on which our captain, and a- 
bout 130 more remained, expecting 
every wave to be their Jaft. Every

this diftre's, the Moors laughed very 
loud, and feemed much diverted,when 
a wave, larger than common, threat- 
ened the deftruéction of the poor tot- 
tering fouls upon the wreck. — 

our 
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four-and five o’clock the fea was much 
decreafed with the ebb, the rope being 
ftill fecure, they began to venture upon 
it, fome tumbled off and perifhed, o- 
thers got afhore ; about five, we beck- 
oned as much as poffible for the captain 
to come upon the rope, as this feemed 
to be as good an opportunity as an 

we had feen, and many camé fafe wit 

our affiftance ; fome told us, that the 
captain was determined to ftay till all 
the men had quitted the wreck. How- 
ever, we {till continued to beckon for 
him, and juft before it was dark, we 
faw him come upon the rope; he was 
clofe followed by a good able feaman, 
who did all he could to keep up his {pi- 
rits, and affift him-in warping. As 
he could’ not fwim, and had been fo 
many hours without refrefhment, with 
the furf hurling him violently along, 
he was no longer able to refift the vio- 
lence of the waves, but had loft his 
hold of the great rope, and muft un- 
avoiably have perifhed, had not a 
wave thrown him within reach of our 
ropes, which he had barely the fenfe 
left to catch hold of ; we pulled him up, 
and after refting a little while wpon the 
rocks, he came to himfelf, and walked 
up to thetent, defiring us ftill to conti- 
nue fo affitt the reft of the people in 
coming afhore, The villains of- Moors 


would have ftript him, though he had 


nothing on but a plain waiftcoat and 
breeches, if we had not plucked up a 
little fpirit and oppofed them, upon 
which they thought proper to defift. 
The people continued to come afhore, 
though many perifhed in the attempt; 
but the Moors, growing tired with 
waiting for fo little plunder, would 
not let us ftaysupon the rocks, but 
drove as allup ; I then, with the cap- 
tain’s approbation, went and made 
humble fupplication by figns to the 
Bafhaw, who was in his tent, with 
many other Moors, dividing the valua- 
ble plunder. He underftood me at 
Jaf, and gave us leave to go down, 
fending fome Moor: with us. We 
carried firebrands down, to let the 
oor fouls upon the wreck fee we were 
fil there ready to affift them. About 
nine at night, finding no more men 
would venture upon the rope, as the 
urf was again greatly increafed, we 
retired to the tent, leaving, by the laft 
man’s account, between 30 and 4e fouls 
ftill upon the wreck. We now thought 
of ftowing every body into the tent, fo 
began by fixing the captain in the 
middle ; then made every one lie down 
upon their fide, as we could not afford 
(Gent. Mag. AUGYST 1761.)

Dec. 6. Squally rainy weather. We 
ferved one of this country blankets to 
every two men, and pampoofes (a {ort 
of flippers) to thofe who were moft in 

vu need 
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need of them ; thefe fupplies were 
brought by. Mr Andrews. The people 
were forced to live now upon mutfcles 
and. bread, thefe villainous Moors ha- 
ving deceived .us and not returned, 
though they promifed to fupply us 
with cattle. 

Dec. 7. Dirty {qually weather, with 
rain ; the people employed in gather- 
ing mufcles and limpits. The Moors 
began to be a little civil, for fear the 
emperor fhould punifh them for their 
cruel ufage of us. Inthe afternoon a 
meffenger arrived fromthe emperor at 
Sallee, with orders in general to the 
people to fupply us with provifions. 
Accordingly, they brought us fome 
a bullocks, and lean fheep, which 

r Andrews purchafed for us; but at 
this time we had no pots to make 
broth in, and the cattle were {carce fit 
for any thing elfe. 

Dec. 8 aud 9. Squally weather with 
rain. 

Dec. 10. In the morning we got eve- 
ry thing ready to roe to Morocco, 
the emperor haying fent orders for 
that purpofe, and camels to carry the 
lame and the neceflaries. At nine we 
fet out with about 30 camels, having 
pot all our liquor with us, divided into 

ogfheads, for the conveniency of car- 
riage on the camels. At noon we 
joined the crews of one of the tranf- 
ports, and a bomb tender that were 
wrecked about three leagues to the 
Northward of us, then every body was 
mounted upon camels, except the 
captain, who was furnifhed with a 
horfe. We never ftopt till feven in the 
evening, when they procured us two 
tents only, which would not contain 
one third of the men; fo that moft of 
them Jay expofed to the dew, which 
was heavy and very cold. We found 
our whole number to be 388, inclu- 
ding officers, men and boys, three 
women, and a young child, which one 
of the women brought afhore in her 
teeth. i ; 

Dec. 11. We continued our journey, 
attended by a number of Moors on 
horfeback ; at fix in the evening we 
came toour refting place for the night, 
_ and were furnifhed with tents fufficient 
to cover all the men. 

Dec. 12. At five in the morning we 
fet out as before, and at two in the 
afternoon faw the emperor’s cavalcade 
at adiftance. At three, a relation of 
the emperors, named Muli Adrift, came 
to us, and told the captain it was the 
emperor’s orders, he fhould that in- 
ftant write a Jetter to our covernor at 
Gitraltcr, to fend to his Lritanuic ma- 
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jefty, to know whether he would fettle 
a peace with him or not, Capt.:Barton 
fat down direétly upon the grafs, and 
wrote a lettér, which being given to 
Muli Adrifs, he went and joined the 
emperor again. At fix in the evening 
we came to our refting place for the 
night, and were well furnifhed with 
tents, but very little provifion. J 

Dec. 13. We were defired to conti- 
nue here till ‘the men were refrefhed, 
which they were much in need of ; 
they brought us more provifion than 
before. This morning Lieut. Harrifon, 
commanding officer of the foldiers be- 
longing to lord Forbes’s regiment, died 
fuddenly in the tent; in the evening, 
while we were burying him, the inhu- 
man Moors difturbed us by throwing 
ftones and mocking us. 

Dec. 14. and 15. Wefound the Moors 
had opened lieut. Harrifon’s grave, and 
ftript the body. 

Dec. 16. Wecontinued our journey ; 
at four in the afternoon came to our 
refting place, pitched the tents, and 
ferved the people with provifion. 
Here fome of the country Moors ufed 
our people ill, as they were taking fome 
water from a brook ; the Moors would 
always fpit in the veffel before they 
would let them take any away. Upon 
this, fome of us went down to enquire 
into it, but were immediately faluted 
with a thower of ftones, we run in up- 
on them, beat fome of them pretty 
foundly, put them to flight, and bro’t 
away one, who thought to defend him- 
felf with a long knife. This fellow 
was feverely punifhed by the alcaide 
who had-the conduéting of us. 

Dec. 17 and 18. We proceeded on our 
journey ; at three inthe afternoon came 
to the city of Morecco, without having 
feen one dweiling houfe in the whole 
journey. Here we were infulted by 
the atte and at five were carried 
before the emperor, furrounded by 5 
or 600 of his guards. He was on 
horfeback before his palace gate, that 
iftributes 
jufticeto his people. He told captain 
Barton by an interpreter, that he was 
neither at peace or war with England, 
and that he would detain us til] an 
ambafiador came from England to fet- 
tle a firm peace. The captain then 
defired that we might not be ufed 23 
flaves ; he anfwered haltily, We fhonid 
be taken care of. ‘Then we were di- 
retly-thruft out of his prefence, con- 
veyed to two old ruined houfes, 
and fhut wp amidft dirt and innume- 
rable vermin of al] forts. Mr Butler, 

(being 


























(being here upon bufinefs) came and 
affifted us with viétuals and drink, and 
procured liberty for the captain to go 
home with him to his lodging ; he 
likewife fent fome blankets for the of- 
ficers, with which we made a fhift to 
pafs the night pretty comfortably, as 
we were very much tiredand fatigued. 
. Dec. 21. At nine this morning, the 
emperor fent for the captain and every 
officer to appear before him. Weim- 
mediately ses to his palace, where 
we remained waiting in an outer yard 
two hours ; in the mean time, he di- 
verted himfelf with feeing a clumfy 
Dutch boat rowed about a pond by 
four of our petty officers. About 
noon we were called before him, and 
placed in a line about 30 yards from 
im. He was fitting in a chair by the 
fide of the pond, with only two of his 
chief ‘alcaides by him. After viewing 
us fome time, he ordered the captain 
to come forward ; and, after afking 
him a good many queftions concerning 
our navy, and where our fquadron was 
going, we were alfo called forward by 
two and three at a time, as we ftood 
according to our rank; then afking 
moft of us fome very infignificant 
queftions, and taking fome-to be Por- 
tugucfe becaufe they had black hair, 
and others to be Szwedes becaufe they 
had white hair, he judged none of us 
to be right Exglifh except the captain, 
the fécond lieutenant, and myfelf, and 
the enfign of the foldiers; but affuring 
him we were all Engli/b, he cry’d Bon- 
no, and gave a nod for our departure ; 
to which we returned a very low bow, 
and were Very glad to get to our old 
ruined houfe again. Our number, at 
time was 30, from higheft to low- 
ej? 
Dec. 25. Being Chrifimas day, read 
prayers to the people, as ufual in the 
church of England. ‘The captain re- 
ceived a prefent of fome tea and loaves 
of fugar from one of the queens, whofe 
gran father had been an Englifb rene- 
ado. 
: Dec. 26. This afternoon -we heard 
the difagreeable news, that the emper- 
or would oblige ail the Exg/i/h here to 
work the fame as the other chriftian 
flaves, excepting the officers that were 
before him on the 21ft inftant. 

Dec. 27. At feven this morning an 
alcaide came and ordered the people 
all out to work, except thofe who were 
fick; and, by intesceflion, $ were al- 
lowed to ftay every day as cooks for the 
reft, which they took by turns through- 
out the whole number. At four inthe 
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afternoon the people returned, fome 
having been employed in carryin 

wood, fome in turning up the eed 
with hoes, and others in picking weeds 
in the emperor's gardens., Their’vic- 


tuals was got rea 
came home. 

Dec. 28. All the people went to work 
as foon as they could fee, and: at four 
in the afternoon, the people returned ; 
two of the foldiers had 100 baftinadoes 
each, for behaving in a difrefpeéctful 
manner, while the emperor was look- 
ing at their work. , ; a? 

Dec. 30. Capt: Barton received a kind : 
meffage from the emperor, with his 
leave to ride out, or take a walk in.his 
gardens, with any of his officers. , 

From this.time the men continped 
in the fame ftate of flavery, till April, 
when their ranfom having been fettled, 
they fet out for Sallee, attended by a 

aw, and two foldiers on horfe- 
back. They hada fkirmifh the fourth 
day of their march, with fome of the 
country Moors. It began byfome of 
the men in the rear ftopping to buy 
fome milk at a village, for which the

orbitant price afterthey had drankuit,, 
which the men would not comply with; 
upon this the Maors began to beat them, 
which the men returned, and, more 
coming to affift,they maintained afmart 
battle, till they grew too-numerous,;

the guard, who inftantly came.up with 
their drawn f{cymitars, and dealtround 
them pretty. britkly ; in, the ipterim 
we were not idle, and had the pleafure 
to fee the blood trickling. down a good 
many of, their faces. The guards feiz-, 
ed the chief man of. the village, and 
carried him with us to,the,.bafhaw, 
who was our conductor ; who, haying. 
heard the caufe, difmiffed him withoyt, 
farther punifhment,_in confideration 
of his having been well drubb’d by us. 

The 22d of April they got to Salle, 
and pitched their tents in an old caf- 
tle, whence, they, foon afterwards em- 
barked on board. the Gibraltar, which 
landed them at Gibraltar on ;the 27th 
of Fuze, and on the,z9th, they, friled 
for England in the Marlborough fiore- 
fhip, and arrived fafe.on the 7th of 
Auguft.. Capt. Barton, with his ofli- 
cers, were tried for the lofs of. the thip

uakes in Syria, in the year 17§9. 

3 ‘The rth was on the foth of June, 
arid the fecond on the 30th of O&ober, 
thefe did no damage at Aleppo, but that 
in Ofober, which was felt at Dama/cus, 
Tripoli, ‘Setdon, Acri, and all along the 
coaft of Syria, did contiderable damage 
at thofe places. 

A ‘third happened on the 25th of 
November, and a fourth the next day ; 
thefe did no great damage at Al-ppo, 
but that’ on the 25th proved fatal to 
Damafcus, for it overturned one third 
of the city, and buried great numbers 
of people in the ruins, not lefs, ac- 
cording to fome accounts, than 20,000. 
This earthquake alfo did confiderable 
damage at Tripaly, fo that the Franks, 
and many natives, deferted the city, and 
continued many days in the fields. At 
Seidon, great part of the fuburb inha- 
bited by the Franks, was deftroyed ; 
and Suphet, a city about 24 miles dif- 
tance from Acri, was totally over- 
thrown, and the greater part of the 
inXabitants perifhed.

nomena of earthquakes; and fuch phe- 
nomena are here faithfully and care- 
fally collected,’ related, and compa- 
red. ‘Itis the beft traét upon the fub- 
je& that has yet appeared.

‘ Thefe obfervations were chiefly in- 
tended to enable a fpectator to find the 
comet’s place in the heavens. 

LVII. Extraéts of letters from Sig.

A column of red granite, with its 
pedeftal, was dug out of the ruins of 
Monte Citorio, by Pope Clement XI. 
about the year 1705 ; Innocent XII. 
intended to have fet it up, but it had 
been fo much damaged in clearing the 
rubbith from it, ‘that he defifted from 
his purpofe. 

In 1745, Pope Benedi XIV. remo- 
ved it from the piazzo of Monte Cito- 
rio, to another part of the fame hill 
where it now lies, and caufed its pe- 
deltal to be fet up: On the fides of this 
pedeital there are relievos, which refer 
to the apotheofis ef Antoninus Pius, and 
the infcription fhews that the column 


was erected to the memory of that em-_ 


peror; by M. Adrelius, and’ S. Verus, 
his adopted fons and affociates in the 
government. 

A fire that happened in Feb. 1759, 
near the Curia Innocenziana, wheré 
this column called the Antonine Co* 
lumn lay, confumed the wooden props 
that fupported it, and confiderably da- 


G maged the column itfelf, by caufing 


its furface to fhell off, fo that it is 
thought all future attempts to fet it 
up; if any fuch fhould be made, will 
be ineffeétual. ' 
Many fingular ftatues and relievos 
have been lately difcovercd and fet u 
in the gardens of Cardinal Albani, 


H without the porta falaria, but they are 


not defcribed. And feveral in{cripti- 


ons have been lately dug up among 
the ruins of ancient Rome. 
Venuti relates, that he lately bought 
a relievo of marble, two palms —

LX. An account of the frog-fith of 
Surinam; by Mr George Edwards. 

This fith is not in the Britifh Mafe - 
um, nor in any other collestion in Eng- 
land; it is defcrited by Merian and 
Seba, as changing from a frog into a 
fifh, and the metamorpholis it under- 
goes is fo extraordinary, that Linneus 
calls it Paradoxa. Mr Edwards feems 
to doubt thefe transformations, as be- 
ing contrary to the ufual courfe of na- 
ture, and thinks the fpecimen he has 
exhibited to be rather in its perfeét 
ftate a frog with a tail, or a kind of 
water lizard, than in its progrefs from 
one ftate to another, but he thinks 
alfo that this fpecimen is fpecifically 
different from that exhibited by Me- 
rian, in her natural hiftory. Merian 
had her figures and information from 
Albert Seba of Amfterdam, in whofe col- 
leGtion the fubjects ghen were, and has 
from nature reprefented this animal 
firit a perfect frog, {potted with green, 
yellow, and brown, having the feet of 
the hinder legs webbed, and thofe of 
the fore legs without webs ; fecondly, 
with the addition of a tail; thirdly 
with the fore legs much diminifhed, or 
drawn into the body; fourthly, with 
the hinder legs decreafed in the fame 
manner ; and, fifthly, changed into a 
perfect fifh. The frog fifhes in thefe 
five feveral ftates that were copied by 
Merian, are mentioned in the account 
of Seba’s cabinet, contained in two fo- 
lio volumes, finely illuminated, which 
are now to be feen in the Britib Mu- 
Jaeum. 

LXI. An account of a remarkable 
operation on a broken arm; by Mr 
Charles White, fargeon of Mawhs fer. 


The patient wasa healthy boy, a- 
bout 9 years old; the arm “as broken 
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about the middle, between the elbow 
and fhoulder, ahd was weli fet, and 
properly treated ; yet after fix months, 
the two parts of the broken bone were 
not at all united: Upon examination, 


A the fracture was found tobe fimple and 


oblique, and Mr.White fufpecting ei- 
ther that nature was difappointed in 
her work by frequent friction. of the 
broken ends of the bones againft each 
other while the callus was forming, or 
that the oblique ends of the bones be- 
ing fharp, had divided part of a muf- 


B cle, {ome portion of which had infinu- 


ated itfelf between the two ends of the 
bone, and fo prevented their union, 
advifed a longitudinal incifion to be 
made down to the bone, then to bring 
the two oblique ends out through the 
wound, and cut them off, afterwards 
to re-place them end to end, and treat 
the cafe entirely as a compound frac- 
ture: This propofal, however, was. 
not made till it had been refolved to 
take the arm off ; and the operation 
being performed accordingly, the dref- 
fings applied, and the arm placed ina 
fracture box contrived on purpofe, the 


p—p boy was confined to his bed, and- the 


cure went happily on; the wound 
healed in about a fortnight, in about 
fix weeks the callus began to form, and 
thecure was foon after compleated. 
LXII. An account of a bone found 
in the pelvis of a man at Brufels. 
The pelvis is the lower part of the 
EB belly ; the fubject was a Bavarian, a- 
bout 55 years old, who, the lalt 20 
years, ferved as a foldier in Bareith's 
regiment; he had been always ftrong 
and healthy till within five years of his 
death, and then began to complain of 
a hardnefs in his belly, and now and 
then of a fuppreffion of urine, from 
F which he was relieved by turning on 
his right fide, with his face a little 
downward ; he continued to do duty 
till about five days before his death, 
when he was received into the military 
hofpital at Brufels, and died of an in- 
flammatory dittemper on the 7th day, 


G two days having lapfed before he was 


received; When the body was open- 
ed, there was found in the lower belly 
a concretion, weighing no lefs than 20 
ounces, which had ail the external ap- 
pearances of a bone, with the hard- 
nefs, folidity, and weight of a ftone ; 
it was formed upon the lower extremi- 
ty of the mefocolon, and probably was 
at length carried down by its cwn 
weight into the pelvis, where it lay. 
without any adhefion between the os 
pubis and the bladder ; but it was 
joined 
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joined to the mefentery, by a tough 
compact, membranaceous, glandulous, 
fubftance, in the form of an inverted 
cone, the point of which was inferted 
ina cavity, on the upper part-of the 
concretion, where the membraneous 
fibres were turned into bone; the o- 
mentum was quite confumed, and the 
mefentery much {welled and fchirrous. 
We are not told whether this concre- 
thon was aniveted to ques the in- 
flammatory diforder of which the pa- 
tient died. 


LXIII. An account of the wife of B 


Dr Willis of Lincoln, who fwallowed 
Euphorbium. 

uphorbium is an African gum, of 
intollerable acrimony, and cauftic in 
a violent degree. 

Mrs Willis fell into a flow fever, oc- 
cafioned by too fmall a difcharge of 
the lochia after lying in, and a redun- 
dancy of milk, the confequence of her 
not fuckling her child. On the 18th 
day after her delivery, by the miftake 
of her nurfe, fhe took, inftead of a 
draught that had been ordered for her, 
two ounces of a tincture of euphor- 
bium, 7. ¢. of a folution of this cavtic 
gum in act of wine, with the addi- 
tion of a little camphire. The fymp- 
toms that immediately enfued were 
violent fuffocation, and an intolerable 
Burning pain in the month, throat, and 
ftomach, which difcovered the dread- 
ful -miftake : In about four minutes 
the doctor came into the room, with- 
eut knowing what had happened, and 
was extremely fhocked to find every 
body in tears of defpair, confcious of 
fome fatal effect, and attempting no 
means of relief, as they were wholly 
without hope of fuccets. 

As foon as the do¢tor had learnt the 
caufe of their diftrefs, it occurred to 
him that warm water and oil were the 
Jikelieft things to correét and expel the 
poifon, and there being fortunately a 
large tea kettle of water on the fire, 
he inftantly tempered fome of it with 
cold water, till it was luke warm, and 
then gave Mrs Willis a bafon of it to 
drink, conjuring her to ufe her ut- 
moft refolution to fwallow, which fhe 
did. in a moit furprifing manner ; the 
draughts of warm water being re- 

ated as faft as poffible, after the 3d 
Pafon fhe began to vomit; fhe. fill 
drank on, but complained of exceflive 
burning and torture in her ftomach. 

Between whiles the doctor had re- 
courfe to oil, in the quantity of two 
or three ounces at a time ; repeating 
the oil and water interchangeably fo 


faft, that. the patient fwallowed two 
gallons of water and a flatk of oil in a 
very fhort time, vomitting capioufly 
during the application. The deétor, 
however, to affift the oil and water, 
ordered a mild, but operative emetic, 


A of the root ipechacuana in powder, 


with {perma ceti, and oil to be taken 
occafionally, ftill following the pati- 
ent up with oil and water, till the had 
taken a gallon more of water, and a- 
nother flafk of oil. The emetic was: 
then adminiftered, but the patient ftill 
complaining fhe was burnt to death, 
fhe was fupplied with more water be- 
fore it operated. In a fhort:time it 
took effeét both upward and down- 
ward ; after about an hour, the. effect 
downward began to abate, and foon 
after the heat in the ftomach became. 
more tollerable ; She was now directed 
to drink water and milk. 

_ The patient's fpirits, which the ir- 
ritation and feverifh tumult occafioned 
by the cauttic quality of the tincture, 
had iuspelesog) kept up, now began 
to fail her, an the was with great diffi- 
culty got to bed,where, after complain- 
ing of a forenefs in the firft paflages, 
fhe lay {weating profufely for 4 hours, 
in a low defponding condition. 

A gentle opiate was then adminif- 
tered, which produced a found. fleep 
of five hours; after which the patient 
waked very eafy, took fome f{perma- 


E ceti mixture, and had another fleep 


of three hours. She now found her- 
felf free from all complaints, the pre- 
vious flow fever, as well as the effeéts 
of the poifonous tinéture, being en- 
tirely carried off, and the patient af- 
terwards enjoyed a better {tate of health
